Cpl. Arlton B. Craig of Bedford, Va. 
and four of his buddies. 


Craig told today how they escap- 


ed the Sunchon massacre by jump- 
ing from the prison train as it head- 
ed northward in the darkness. 


Craig was captured July 26 dur- 


ing the bitter, desperate battle for 
Taejon. He was with the 19th regi- 
ment of the U. S. 24th division and 
was one of the men cut off when 
the Communists surged across the 
Kum river. 


He lost pounds during his impri- 


sonment. But doctors at the Fuku- 
oka hospital, where he is rccupcr 
ating, said his condition is excel 
lent. 
The 20 year old corporal said th 


North Koreans treated him fair 1 y 
well during the early days of cap- 
tivity. He was marched to Seoul 
with other prisoners. He was held 
in the infamous schooluhouse in the 
capital where liberating troops lat- 
er found his name among dozens 
of others scrawled on toe black- 
board by the prisoners.
